thrift as well as sobriety and public order. The controller of 
(he'Russian national treasury says that the national savings in 
December, 19-l3('_ahioun"te'd'to.$350;000, while for December, 
1914, with prohibition iil effect, they aggregated $14,550,000. 
Thc.savings for.the year 1913 were f 17,000,000, and the'ag- 


, gregate foi 1914^-was S?42,000,000. 'The controller adds that 


owing'to these vast saviiigs as the result of prohibition the ex- 
traordinary outlays on account of the war have hardly been 
felt, and thus far have caused no great suffering. 


These are impressive figures, and they may be entirely re- 


liable as showing what the, abandonment of intoxicating drinks 
willdofoi a country, but.it,is.well understood that prohibition 
as it is known in this cqu'ntryprodices no such results.

doubtedly the reason isi>fjiat:prQiiibi i£m here fails to prohibit. 
That such is the case iivt'n.e1great iriajbrity of cases,and places 
in -Which if has been tried is a matter of common knowledge, 
and consequently instead of increasing the thrift of the people 
it becomes a farce,.in many cases so glaring as to lead to its 
abandonment.

is of the disregard for law which prevails to so large an.extent 
in'this country, and which,;uhfortiih'ately, appears to be on the 
increase. Tliis spirit of lawlessness is no more manifest, in 
connection with prohibition than in many other directions. In 
thiS'Cpuntry high-sounding.laws.are'piled one upon another 
to such an extent that the majority.of people know little about 
them and caie less, with the result that Americans are the most 
lawless people in Ihe'world. . . , ' . ,r.

Tliese gigantic agencies are 
organized In every rural community 
and only await the patronage and co- 
operation of the farmers to fully de- 
velop their energy and 
usefulness. 


They are local forces working for 
the best Interests o£ their respective 
communities.
